He was of dark 
complexion, stood over six feet high 
and was built in proportion It seems 
that he and part of his band had been 
captured in connection with some plot 
the authorities had unearthed and had 
been sentenced to life servitude in the 
mines of Kara. Knowing only wo well 
what this. meant, the men had become 
as desperate as caged lions by the time 
they reached Moscow, and were willing 
to take any chance to effect their es- 
cape. 

‘If lremember correctly there were 
about a thousand prisoners in this cav- 
alcade, and they were guarded by s reg- 
iment of St. Petersburg soldiers. Un- 
like the other prisoners, Petrovski and 
his party were handcuffed to each other.

A SHIP RAILWAY. 


Seventeen Miles Leong Witheut a 
Curve or Defiectica. 


There is alittle peninsula connect- 
ing New Brunswick and Nova Scotia 
which is called Chignecto. For a year 
and a half a ship railway across this 
peninsula has been in course of con- 
struction, the object being by the rail- 
way to avoid the long and dangerous 
trip around Nova Scotia by vessels 
going from the Gulf of St Lawrence to 
the Bay of Fundy. Very much is 
hoped . for through this railway. If 
the hopes of the engineers are carried 
out it will mean the building of the 
Tehauntepec Ship Rail way and another 
across Florida. The engineers are 
Sir John Fowler and Sir Benjamin 
Baker, the constructors of the cele- 
brated Firth of Forth bridge. The 
plans have been approved by the Ca- 
nadian Government, and the Canadian 
Parliament has granted a subsidy of 
$170,602 per annum for the work for 
twenty-five years. The road will be 
seventeeh miles long, without a curve 
or deflection, and the maximum grade 
is only one in five hundred, or barely 
ten feet per mile. The work is being 
done in the most thorough manner, 
and as it increases the bope of ulti- 
mate success is more and more en- 
couraged. 3
